DOMESTIC. 
Collision of Ire I a lit Trains—Two Men 
Killed and Thlrtr Cars Wrecked. 
C e d a r R a p id s (la.), June 5tb.—The worst 
railroad accident which ever occurred in this 
vicinity took place on the Chicago and 
Northwestern about 2 o’clock this morning, 
four miles west of this city. Two heavily- 
laden freight trains collided, plunging into 
one indescribable mass over thirty freight 
cars, laden with lumber, agricultural imple­ 
ments, corn and fat hogs, the wrecked cars 
piling up much higher than the telegraph 
poles. E r.gineer Ore on and fireman Matthews, 
of the East-bound train, were caught in the 
wreek as they attempted to leave theirenginee, 
Anderson receiving a broken collar-bone, and 
Matthews being badly scalded about the face. 
The engineer and fireman of the West-bound 
train jumped and saved themselves. The 
head brakeman of each train, whose names 
could not be learned, were killed. One body 
was found crashed under one of the tenders, 
while the other has not been reached at this 
hour. Wrecking trains are working at both 
ends of tli9 wreck, and will have the line 
clear before morning. 
The responsibility 
rests wi’.h the night operator in this city. 
The Presidential Party at Fortress Hon- 
roe. 
F o rtress M onroe, June 5th.—TBis morn­ 
ing the President and party came ashore and 
passed into the fort, where they witnessed 
guard mount, and inspected the troops of the 
garrison. At 2 o’clock, accompanied by 
General Getty, they drove to the Soldiers' 
Home, near HaraptoD, and inspected that in­ 
stitution. A salute was fired by Governor 
Woodin in honor of the visit. Tbe party 
then proceeded to the Hampton Normal 
School, and were shown through the build­ 
ings and grounds by General Armstrong. The 
National Cemetery was next vi.-dted. While 
services were being held in Bethesda Chapel, 
the party entered and remained through the 
service, and at its conclusion the President 
made a short address to the students. At 5 
1*. M. the Dispatch got under way, and after 
sailing around the fleet proceeded to Wash­ 
ington. The yards of each vessel, including 
the German scho<>l-3hip Nymphe, were 
manned, and three cheers given as the Dis­ 
patch left.

MASS MEETING IN HYDE PARK, LONDON. 
London, June 5th,—A mass meeting in 
Hyde Park to proteit against the Govern­ 
ment’s policy with regard to Ireland was held 
to-day. Although there was a steady drizzle 
of rain during the day a large number of 
Irish men and women were pre.ent, but the 
attendance of the general public was lim­ 
ited. A procession or branches of the Hume 
Rule organization, with hands and banners, 
marched from Trafalgar Square to the" park, 
where there was speaking from three plat­ 
forms. 
The following resolutions were carried 
unanimously at each platform: That the 
Government is criminally responsible for the 
deplorable condition of Ireland; that the 
meeting summoned the Government to sus­ 
pend evictions and liberate the pereons ar­ 
rested on suspicion ; that Forster resign the 
office for which he has proved his utter inca­ 
pacity. 
Parnell appeared, and was enthusiastically 
received. He made a speech, upbraiding the 
Government for encouraging the unjust 
treatment. He read a letter from the priest 
of New Pallas, stating that Colonel Hare, 
on whose property • the recent riotous evic­ 
tion occurred, had during tli9 last twenty- 
five years evicted nearly forty-five persons. 
Parnell said a serious responsibility will 
rest on the Government if the evictions con­ 
tinue. Irishmen are now becoming aware cf 
the power of combination and passive resist­ 
ance. 
T. P. O’Connor and Frank O’Donnell, 
members of Parliament, al30 addressed the 
meeting.____________ ____________

Rowell, the pedcstrain, intends to try to 
make 600 miies in six days in London, and 
will accept odd3 of i'1,000 to ¿2.000 that he 
will succeed. 
Boston still agitates the World’s Fair ques­ 
tion, and the indications are that the move­ 
ment towards holding it at “ the Hub” will 
he successful. 
At a sale iu Paris Saturday a libjary chair 
of Marie Antoinette sold fcr 6,000 francés, 
and a little chair that belonged to the Dau­ 
phin for 6,000 francs. 
The remains of Emil Littré were buried in 
Paris Saturday with religious rites. He was 
baptized whilst dying. The circumstance 
caused much comment. 
It is stated from London that if applica­ 
tion for the removal of the remains of 
William Pern is made to his relatives in En­ 
gland it will not be entertained. 
Jeilill Agha Mnkri, the principal instiga­ 
tor of the Mian Doab massacre during the 
Kurdish invasion of Persia, was blown from 
the mouth of a cannon at Tabrees, Saturday. 
The London Economist says that the hopes 
of an ultimate agreement on the Anglo- 
French treaty of commerce, which will be 
just and equitable to England, are growing 
brighter. 
A member of the Soldene Opera Company, 
named Hersee, kided himself Siturlay 
morning by jumping from the bridge into 
Clear creek, at Denver. He leaves a wife, 
who is also a member of the troupe, known 
as Maggie Duggan. 
The purchase of the Panama Railroad by 
the French practically crowds all the Ameri­ 
can interests off the Isthmus of Panama. 
We must henceforth look to Nicaragua or to 
Tehuantepec for a line of iuteroceauic transit 
under American control. 
The London Sportcsman says that by all 
rules of courtesy and fair-dealing the Henley 
Stewards are bound to admit the Cornell 
crew’s entry, and the London Rowing Ciub 
has written asking that the mistake of the 
Cornell crew be overlooked. 
John Reynolds, a wealthy married man of 
Andes, New York, has eloped with the pretty 
wife of Wm. Gladstone of the same town. 
Reyn ids leaves a wife and one child. Mrs. 
Gladstone leaves two children. The guilty 
parties started for California. 
A Newport, R. L, dispatch says: Asa T. 
Lawton is dead. The deceased was formerly 
known in the business circles of New Bed­ 
ford, and subsequently removed to California, 
being one of itB pioneers, where, in the mining 
business, he amassed a fortune. 
W. T. Pearson & Co.’s sawmill at Great 
Works, eleven miles north of Bangor, Me., 
was burned Saturday, with the stock of the 
blacksmith shop and 200,000 feet of lumber. 
Loss over $80,000; insured for $30,000. It 
threw 160 men out of employment. 
Albert Williams (colored), convicted of tbe 
murder of Major Hutchins, was execute! at 
Livingston, Ala., Friday. He admitted the 
killing, but expressed Borrow, and said lie 
was ready to suffer the penalty. He was 
composed, and died without a struggle. 
City of Mexico advices say: Er-Preeident 
Diaz has resigned the portfolio of Public 
Works. Whether he will go to France or 
be elected Governor of Oaxaca, is still un­ 
certain. General Pacheco, the former Sec­ 
retary of War, will take the place of Diaz 
about the 9th instant. 
Great indignation has been aroused at 
Canton, Ohio, upon finding a vault in tbe 
cemetery broken open that had not been 


opened for twenty-five years, and the bones 
and corpses strewn around. The supposed 
object of the desecrators was to get jewelry 
from the dead bodies. 
A fire at Vicksburg, Miss., Saturday after­ 
noon. destroyed Spiegler’s large planing-mill, 
on China street, with valuable machinery, 
lumber and ornamental wood-work. Several 
small houses in the neighborhood were burned 
and several badly damaged. Spiegler’s loss 
is $50,0C0; insured for $10,000. 
Three boys, Daniel Frazer, aged 8, Wm. 
L. Pounds, same age, and Edward Kirwin, 
aged 10, were buried under a falling embank­ 
ment at No. 92 East Broadway, New York, 
Saturday night, and taken out dead. Work­ 
men were excavating for the foundation of a 
house, and these boys, with a number of 
others, went into the excavation to play, 
when the embankment fell on them. 
Ifickok is yet ill at Detroit. There is no 
longer any doubt that his illness, and not the 
alleged injury to St. Julieo, is the real came 
of that horss’s failure to trot against time. 
It is doubtful whether St. Julien will trot 
before reaching Chicago, though there is talk 
of such an event in connection with the 
Rochester and Saginaw meeting. Hickok 
does not care to trust his valuable property 
to any other hands. 
The Sheriff of Conejos county, Colorado, 
telegraphs to the Governor : “ The county is 
powerless against armed desperadoes. C. 
Allison, leader, threatens an attack on An- 
tonito and Conejos.

On the receipt of tne above the 
Governor offered a reward of $1,000 for the 
capture of Allison, and $200 each fur the re­ 
mainder of the gang, and also ordered arms 
shipped to Antonito. 
The Comptroller of the Currency reports 
that of 467 banks, which held $44,685,850 in 
six-per-cent. bonds, all have been extended 
at three and a half per cent., with the excep­ 
tion of two bank», holding $335,500. One 
thousand three himdred and forty-eight 
bants held $169,403,950 of five-per-cents., all 
of which, it is estimated, have made applica­ 
tions for extension, with the exceotion of 
banks holding from three to five millions.

In addition 
to Pere Hyacinthe, there are two other dif- 
tinguished clergymen attached to the Galil­ 
ean Church iu I’ue D’Arras, one a young 
American priest.

It is mainly for this reason 
that Pere Hyacinthe i. going to America. 
The largest railroad suit which over came 
before the Courts of the United Slates has 
just commenced at Santa Fe, N. M. It is 
between the Texas Pacific and Southern Pa­ 
cific Rai'roads of New Mexico.

SK0XING IN THE STREET CARS. 


We have received several complaints of 
late, and principally frcm ladies, concern­ 
ing the practice of smoking in the street 
cars. 
Some of our correspondents desire 
to know why the proprietors of the street­ 
car lines do not instruct the conductors to 
put a stop to this nuisance. They say that 
the cars are often rendered so offensive by 
the smoking done in them that when a 
lady hi3 ridden a few blocks her clothing 
retains the scent of bad cigars to such an 
extent that friends upon whom she calls 
may suepect her of having been in some 
“ free-and-easy.” 
Many men no doubt 
smoke thoughtlessly in the cars, supposing 
that no harm is done if no ladies happen to 
be present at the moment. 
They forget 
that the 
scent of their tobacco will 
hang about the car long after they 
have 
left 
it. 
There 
are 
however 
other people who possess so little sense of 
politeness as evt n to smoke when ladies are 
in the car. 
When this is done the con­ 
ductor certainly ought to insist upon the 
stoppage of the oflensive practice. 
Smok­ 
ing while riding on the platform or the 
step is very little less offensive than when 
done in the car, for generally the wind 
blows the smoke through the interior. In 
fact it may be said generally that it is both 
improper and ungentlemanly to smoke 
upon the street car at all, and that if men 
are not civilized enough to understand this, 
the company ought to see that strict pro­ 
hibitory regulations are enforced. 


IRELAND. 


The Irish situation continues to grow 
worse. 
The country is so near to a con­ 
dition of civil war that it has become cus­ 
tomary in the more turbulent districts to 
break down the bridges where the police 
and military have to pa3s, and this device 
ha3 more than once been successfully re­ 
sorted to for the purpose of preventing the 
passage of artillery. The police and troops 
are mercilessly 
“ Boycotted” wherever 
they go. 
The evictions are continued, but 
the general result is only to inflame the 
passions of the people more strongly. The 
future is dark, in fact, and the worst of it 
is that the Government cannot do any­ 
thing which will not increase the difficul­ 
ties, without makiDg concessions which 
would certainly be construed as indicating 
weakness or fear. 
Public opinion in Eng­ 
land is rapidly approaching fever heat on 
the Irish question, moreover. 
The Gov­ 
ernment is being more and more sharply 
censured for its alleged infirmity of pur­ 
pose. 
It is called upon to put down the 
virtual insurrection without further hesi­ 
tation, and it looks as though it would 
soon be compelled to cast aside all hope of 
compromise, 
and 
take 
steps 
which, 
whether they result in the suppression of 
serious opposition or not, certainly cannot 
solve the Irish problem. 


ALCOHOL EVERYWHERE. 


M. Gaston Tiasandier states that “ M. 
“ A. Muntz, of the 
French National 
“ Agronomical Institute, announces that 
“ he has discovered traces of alcohol as a 
"natural product in cultivated soil, rain- 
“ water, sea and river-watcr, and the at- 
“ mospbere. He has detected the product, 
“ it is true, only in the most infinitesimal 
“ quantities, hut he has established the 
“ fact of its existenco by analyses which 
“ are at once simple, clear and convinc- 
“ ing.” This discovery would seem to 
strike the temperance people between wind 
and water. 
For if alcohol is in the soil, 
the water, the air we breathe, it must have 
some positive and presumably useful func­ 
tion to perform, and it mast alse be cer­ 
tainly useless to try tc avoid partaking of 
it. 
The water-drinker at once ceases to be 
a teetotaler under the light of this dii 
covery, and the person who thinks to save 
himself by drinking toast and water is at 
any time liable to a frightful debauch. 
The temperance societies must certainly 
inquire into this matter, for, if it be true, 
they have sustained a heavy blow and a 
great discouragement 


It is very difficult to get at the truth of 
the present University trouble. 
The re­ 
port of the Advisory Committee of the 
Board of Regent?, just made, indicates that 
wholesale changes are sought for by at 
least part of the Board ; but whether these 
changes are sought solely in the interest of 
better government and instruction, or 
whether, as ¡3 alleged in some quarters, 
they have been proposed from partisan 
political motives, it is almost impossible to 
ascertain. 
There can he no doubt that 
much of the present uncertainty in regard 
to this matter arises from the refusal of 
the Regents to hold public sessions. 
By 
excluding the press from their meetings 
they have given opportunity for the circu­ 
lation of all manner 
of mischievous 
rumors, and when once the public have 
acquired the belief that partianship is at 
work in the Board, it will not accept the 
íepresentations of the Secretary as to what 
is done in the secret meetings. 
The 
Advisory 
Committee 
say 
that 
the 
management of the University is unsatis­ 
factory, and they intimate that President 
Le Conte is not capable of discharging the 
duties of his office. 
They recommend his 
removal therefore, hut they also recom­ 
mend his removal 
from the Chair of 
Physics, and thi3 recommendation cer­ 
tainly requires explanation. 
For it is un­ 
derstood that if President La Conte has 
failed in the discharge of his administra­ 
tive functions, it is because his professional 
duties make too great demand upon his 
time and energies. 
It would appear, sup­ 
posing this view to be correct, that the 
proper course was to relieve him from the 
Presidential office, and thus allow him to 
devote all his time to instruction. 
To re­ 
move him from the Chair of Physics, how­ 
ever, is to impeach his capacity as a teacher, 
and this the Advisory Committee have not 
attempted to do in terms. 
The removal of Professor Welcker from 
the Chair of Mathematics is also proposed, 
and the cutting down of some of the sala­ 
ries of other instructors. 
The chief inter­ 
est, however, lie3 in the cases of Le Conte 
and Welcker. 
These gentlemen have es­ 
tablished and considerable reputations. 
Until now it ha9 never been suspected by 
the public that they were not among the 
most useful and indispensable members of 
the Faculty of the University. 
If then 
they are to be removed, the Board of Re­ 
gents owe it to the people of Cal fornia to 
make known their reasons for this action. 
That the University has not been so suc­ 
cessful as it ought to have been is certain, 
but it is by no means so certain that this 
is the fault of the President or of any of 
the Faculty. 
The executive business of 
the University has been in the liaDds of 
the Regents themselves. 
It is even said 
that they have virtually deprived Presi­ 
dent Le Conte of authority. 
They have 
not at all times manifested a spirit con­ 
ducive to the prosperous growth of the 
University, as the public are aware, and 
we arc inclined to think that their exclu­ 
sive, secret and anti popular management 
is responsible, quite as much as any other 
influence, for the allt-ged decline of inter­ 
est in the institution. 
In the present case, however, it is pro­ 
posed to make changes which reflect most 
severely upon the capacities of several well 
known teachers, and it is only just that all 
the circumstances which have led to the 
making of the present report of the Ad­ 
visory Committee should be given to the 
public. 
The fact that Messrs. Le Conte 
and Welcker are Democrats must neces­ 
sarily strengthen the suspicion that they 
are obnoxious on account of their politics, 
if the vicious policy of silence to which the 
Regents have hitherto adhered, be main­ 
tained. 
It need hardly he said that if such 
a belief as this once gains possession of the 
public mind, the University willbe doomed. 
The introduction of paitisan considera­ 
tions to the management of such an insti­ 
tution would he fatal to its usefulness, and 
therefore it has become necessary that the 
truth should be told. 
If Messrs. Le Conte 
and Welcker are to be removed from their 
positions, the grounds of their removal 
must be Such as can be justified before the 
bar of public opinion, or the proposed ac­ 
tion will only precipitate the downfall of 
the University. 
Much as we appreciate 
the necessity of maintaining that estab­ 
lishment, we should not hesitate to advo­ 
cate its abaudonment by the State if we 
were once convinced that it had fallen 
into the miserable rot of partisanship; and 
every true friend of education would, we 
believe, take the same position. 
The Regents cannot afford to let their 
motives in the present state of affairs re­ 
main obscure. They must come forward 
and say what rational grounds they have 
for the proposed changes. 
They must 
prove that politics have nothing to do with 
their new programme. 
They must make 
it clear that they are acting solely in the 
interest of the University. 
They "must 
meet and refute the damaging accusations 
which the Democratic press is daily bring­ 
ing against them. 
The people believe, 
rightly or wrongly, that the Board of Re­ 
gents stands in at least as much need of 
sifting and reorganization as any other 
part of the University. The financial 
management in the past has been sharply 
criticised, and not without justification. 
Should it now proceed to make revolution­ 
ary changes in the Faculty without ex­ 
plaining its reasons, a heavy blow will he 
strnck at the institution, and no poseible 
good can come of the movoment. 
We de­ 
sire the University to prosper, and there­ 
fore we urge the importance of frank and 
prompt explanation of the new situation.

WHAT THE 
RAILROADS 
HAVE 
DONE 
FOR THE 
FARMERS. 
A very interesting exhibit of the bene­ 
fits conferred upon the American producers 
by the railroads has recently been made by 
Mr. Edward Atkinson, in a paper contrib­ 
uted to the Journal of the American Agri­ 
cultural Association. 
His object is to 
show that the farmers especially have 
profited enormously by the rapid develop­ 
ment of the railroad system throughout 
the West, and that though the railroads 
themselves have reaped 
large returns, 
their compensation has really been small as 
compared to the benefits derived from their 
operation by the agricultural classes. 
It 
is not only that the railroads have brought 
immense areas within reach of markets, 
which otherwise must havo been wilderness 
for generations, but that the steady reduc­ 
tion of the rates of transportation has 
greatly accelerated settlement and pro­ 
duced universal prosperity all along their 
lines. As an example of this Mr. Atkin­ 
son takes the case of the Lake Shore and 
New York Central and Hudson River line. 
In 1S70 the.charge per ton per mile on the 
Lake Shore was $1 50 and and on the Cen­ 
tral $1 88. 
In 1S79 it had been reduced 
to 64 and 79 oents a ton, respectively. 
Meantime the number of tons carried by 
the Lake Shore had increased from 2,978,- 
7‘25 in 1870 to 7,541,264 in 1879, and on 
the Central from 4,122,000 ton3 in 1870 
to 9.4-41,213 in 1879. 
Similar increase of 
freight and reduction of charges have 
taken place on all the lines from Chicago 


eastw ard, and on all those w hich enter Chi­ 
cago from the w est. 
Mr. Atkinaon esti­ 
mates that the farmers have thus been 
enabled to make not less than twelve hun­ 
dred millions of dollars. He shows, too, that 
these large redactions in freight rates have 
not been brought about by Granger at­ 
tacks nor coercive legislation, but by the 
operation of natural laws. 
Precisely the 
same thing has occurred in California, 
where the railroad freight charges have been 
already 
three 
times reduced 
without 
any coercive legislation. 
A number of 
causes have contributed to render possible 
thecheapening of transportation. In the first 
place the rapid growth of production and 
settlement following 
railroad extension 
have created an amount of business which 
makes it profitable to carry goods and pas­ 
sengers at the lower rales. 
In the next 
place the substitution of steel for iron rails 
has greatly lessened the cost of operation. 
In the third place the consolidation of 
transportation companies has eliminated 
the waste of cut-throat competition and so 
lessened the cost of operation again. Nat­ 
ural and healthy competition, both between 
rival lines of railroad and waterways, has 
also been an important factor in the situa­ 
tion, and all these influences have worked 
together for the good of the farmers. 
The 
New York Sun thinks, after reviewing the 
figures presented by Mr. Atkinson, that 
the “ proposition with which he started 
“ out—that, instead of being their enemies, 
“ the railroads are the greatest and most 
“ helpful friends the farmers have—seems 
“ to bo well established.” That is the 
conclusion to which all fair-minded and in­ 
telligent readers of his paper mu9t come, 
and it is time that the truth about the rela­ 
tions between the farmers and the railroads 
was more generally recognized. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


GREVY AND SCRUTIN DE 
LISTE. 


It is stated that President Grevy is 
forming an opposition to the scrutin de liste 
hill in the Senate, and that be intends to 
attempt its defeat there. 
Should he pro­ 
ceed with this adventure he will imperil 
not only his own position, but the very 
existence of the Senate. 
The English 
House of Lords has on several occasions 
sc aroused public indignation by its factious 
resistance to measures of great urgency 
and conspicuous utility that even that most 
conservative and deeply-rooted of all gov­ 
ernments has been shaken by the ensuing 
agitation. 
How, then, can the French 
Senate, a chamber so young as to have no 
roots in public regard, and the usefulness 
of which has been seriously questioned 
from its inception, venture to thrust itself 
in between so masterfnl a popular leader 
as Gambetta and his pet measure ? Presi­ 
dent Grevy no doubt secs clearly enough 
that the first effect of the scrutin de liste 
must be to give Gambetta the power with 
which in his hand he can afford to form 
a Ministry. 
He sees, too, that when 
Gambetta has formed his Ministry' he will 
at once begin to occupy a new and peculiar 
position in the Government. 
In effect he 
will he President, and the nominal Presi­ 
dent will be extinguished. 
Under the 
circumstances it is possible that M. Grevy 
might not care about the danger of his 
opposition to the Senate, but the Senate 
ought to have some regard for its own 
existence. 
In any case the indications are 
that a formidable duel is about to take 
place between Grevy and Gambetta ; a 
duel in which nearly all the advantages 
are on the side of the latter. 


THE 
DEADLOCK CONTINUED. 


The Albany deadlock continues. 
The 
Administration men appear unable to unite 
upon candidates to take the places of Conk- 
lmg and Platt, and though they can pre­ 
vent the re-election of the latter, they 
cannot put their own men in. 
It is now 
rumored that the Conkling faction are try­ 
ing to make a bargain with the Democrats 
looking to the postponement of the contest. 
Conkling is said to desire this postpone­ 
ment. 
The Administration men, too, may 
presently come to see that it is their best 
policy. 
It is by no means probable that 
Mr. Conkling can gain any advantage by 
staving off the election, for since he will be 
without political power during the whole of 
the interregnum, the chances are that those 
who now stand by him will become tired 
of a positron which cuts them off, at least 
for the time being, from all the sources of 
patronage, and which may ultimately com­ 
mit them to a hopeless struggle. 
The Ad­ 
ministration men ought to embrace a post­ 
ponement if they find it impossible to unite 
upon candidates now, for they have much 
to gain from the influence of public opin­ 
ion upon their opponents. 
Certainly if 
they possess the power to elect their can­ 
didates, but have not sufficient agreement, 
it is useless for them to keep up the pres­ 
ent deadlock. 
They can very wtll afford 
to let the matter stand until the winter. 


CHINA 
AND JAPAN. 


Loss of the Steamer Hochung— Death of 
an Emprees Regent In China. 
The steamer Belgic arrived in San Fran­ 
cisco Saturday evening from Hongkong, 
May 21, via Yokohama. 


CHINA. 
From the OrerlamlMail we take the fol­ 
lowing : The Eastern Empress, the first 
wife of llien Fung, Emperor, and senior of 
the two E npresses Regent, died on the 
morning of the 10th of April. 
She had 
been sick ODly one day. 
It is supnosed she 
died from heart disease. 
Speculation is 
rife as to what effect this will have on the 
immediate future of China. 
Recent steamers have brought full news 
of the loss of the Hochung, which sank 
within half an hour after being struck by 
H. M. S. Lapwing, the latter vessel being 
but slightly damaged. 


JAPAN. 
The subjoined items are from the Japan 
Mail: 
With a view to prevent the diffusion of 
Christianity, the chief priests of every 
Buddhist sect have, by mutual consent, 
established a Buddhist Union Society. 
Its 
members are said to have in view the ob­ 
ject of starting in course of time an exten­ 
sive Buddhist Association, with branches 
throughout the Empire. 
The building of a mansion for the enter­ 
tainment of distinguished foreign visitors 
has been commenced in the premises of the 
Yainsahita Museum, Tokio. 
It should bo 
a magfiifi-ent structure, the expense being 
estimated at 120,000 yen. 
A fire which destroyed 100 houses oc­ 
curred near Sakata, UzeD, on the 1st of 
May. 
On the same day 113 tenements 
were burned in Niigata. 
It is stated that, from the 1st of July 
next, private individuals will lie allowed to 
establish telephone 
connection between 
their residences and the police stations of 
the metropolis.

Company.” It flourishes financially.

J. J. Shinaharger and S. P. Merritt have 
purchased the Monterey Californian, and 
will henceforth conduct that spicy little 
sheet. 
Doves are said to be more plentiful in 
the lower part of Nevada county than for 
years past. 
It is now lawful to shoot them 
in that region. 
It is reported in San Diego that ex-Gov­ 
ernor Castrijon has struck a very rich gold 
mine about twenty miles from San Rafael, 
Lower California. 
On June 1st, in that little mountain re­ 
cess called Independence Lake, says the 
Truckee Republican, 439 trout were the 
result of one day’s fishing. 
The influx of summer visitors during the 
past week at Santa Cruz has taken every­ 
body by surprise, as few were expected be­ 
fore the opening of the Methodist Episco­ 
pal caipp-meeting next Tuesday.

The Santa Barbara Press says that an 
artist will shortly arrive in that city to 
make a number of sketches of the principal 
points of Southern California, with a view 
to their publication in Harper's Weekly. 
The Tuscarora (Nev.) Times says “ Blick- 
ens ” is an old Georgia mining phrase, and 
was always used by the people of that 
State instead of the synonymous word 
“ slumgullion,” which is of California 
nomenclature. 
The first Grand Jury impaneled in Ca- 
chiee county, Arizona, submitted its final 
report on Saturday. 
It considered fifty 
accusations and found thirty-one indict­ 
ments. 
The report severely scores the 
county otlicers. 
The Winnemucea (Nev.) Silver State 
says : Two thousand head of cattle are on 
the way here from King’s river for ship­ 
ment East. 
One firm has engaged cars for 
5.000 head, and another for 2,500 head— 
all for the East. 
The Albuquerque, N. M., Journal says : 
At Deming all the streets running north 
and south bear the name of some metal, 
and the east and west streets are named 
after trees. 
There are neither metals nor 
trees within thirty miles of the place. 
The work of fitting np Isbel Grove at 
Santa Cruz for the Methodist Episcopal 
camp-meeting, which begins there Tues­ 
day, has been completed, and the indica­ 
tions are that the meeting will he one of 
the most largely attended ever held in the 
State. 
The schooner Ringleader, loaded with 
eighty tons of wheat for San Francisco 
parties, whose names are unknown, sank 
in Stockton channel Saturday night. 
Six 
hundred sacks were recovered. 
The loss 
will amount to over §1,000. 
The schooner 
has not been raised. 
The wharf at National City, San Diego 
county, is out about 1,000 feet. 
It is built 
of piling, filled in with earth and rip- 
rapped. 
The further extension to deep 
water will be built of iron. 
Work on the 
railroad shops will be commenced as soon 
as brick can be burned. 
Along the coast of Mendocino and Hum­ 
boldt there is much fife exhibited, and 
while the mill men are turning out im­ 
mense quantities of lumber, the woods are 
ringing with the sounds of the ax and the 
continual passing to and fro of the huu- 
dreds of teams engaged in hauling out ties, 
shingles and bark. 
The floods of last winter, says the Marys­ 
ville Appeal, distributed catfish from the 
Feather river all over the country over­ 
flowed. 
After the subsidence of the 
waters, ponds were left in many places, in 
which catfish have since been found. These 
ponds are now drying up, and the fish are 
perishing. 
Many thousands of fish will 
thus be destroyed. 
The records are being copied for the 
neiy county of Cachise, A. T., from the 
1‘ima county books. 
There will be about 
30.000 folios in all, or 8,000,000 words. 
The first mining locations were near 
Apache Pass, and that branch of the rec­ 
ords does not occupy much space until 
1S78, when Tombstone district began to 
be settled. 
Up to the time of separation 
there were recorded 12,000 mining loca­ 
tions, of which one-third are from Tomb­ 
stone. 
Dos Cabazas comes next, followed 
by the Dragoon Mountains, the Mules, the 
Hauchucas and the Ghiricahuas, in the 
order named. 
On Thursday night E. J. Campbell, Ike 
Mitchell and Theodore Canfield got Jack 
Logarbo, an Italian fisherman, to take them 
out on the bay at Santa Cruz for a lark. 
They had all been drinking, and a fourth 
person refused to join them became, he 
said, tliay were not sober enough. 
About 
10 o’clock they upset the boat, three or 
four miles from shore, and floundered in 
the water several hours, clinging to the 
overturned boat. The old fisherman at last 
succeeded in righting the boat, bailing it 
out and getting the three men into it, and 
with ono oar got them ashore about 2:30 
o’clock Friday morning. 
A dispatch from Portland, Or., says : A 
prominent California stock dealer, Dr. 
Dixon, of Sacramento, has been arrested at 
Lakeview, Lake county, and held under 
§300 bonds, charged with stealing cattle. 
He purchased a drove in the upper part of 
the county and, it is charged, stole more 
cattle from different bands, and, with his 
vaqueros, had started for Wyoming when 
arrested. 
Another account says Dixon’s 
men merely killed a beef not belonging to 
them, and when charged with it Dixon 
offered to pay, but this would not be 
listened to, aod he is held responrible for 
the act of his employes, of which he knew 
nothing.__________

and educated at the Convent of Notre 
Dame, San Jose and Benicia. 
Under the decision of the Supreme 
Court an election is to be held in this city 
in September for all local officers, with the 
exception of Snperintendent of Schools 
and Assessor, 1,1 the Act of the last session 
fixing the election of 
county olficers 
throughout the State for the fall of 1SS2 
should he declared applicable to this 
county, these officers will hold from the 
first Monday in December, 1SS1. to the 
first Monday of January, 1SS3—or a 
period of thirteen months. 
If the Act

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
A special meeting of the Board of Educa* 
tion wag held oa Saturday to consider the 
resignation of \V. S. Meeick as a member of 
the Board and to transact other business. 
The minutes of the last special meeting and 
subsequent regular meeting were read. The 
former were those at which a portion of the 
members of the Board left the meeting pend­ 
ing consideration, and while a vote was being 
taken upon, the sixteenth rule of the new set 
of rules being adopted by the Board. The 
minutes show that Mr. Wiemeyer first de­ 
parted, and subsequently Mr. Hammer, and 
that while the aves and noes were being 
taken upon ltule 10, Mr. Lord als > took hi3 
departure, leaving only four votes cast, which 
were unanimous for the rule, whereupon it 
was declared adopted. 
Upon the minutes being read, Mr. W ie­ 
meyer stated that the action in adopting the 
rule was not legal, and moved that the min­ 
utes ba corrected. Mr. Lord seconded the 
motion. 
The Chair (Mr. Tracy) stated that the 
question whether the rule was legally adopted 
or not had nothing whatever to do with the 
subject of approving the minutes ; the min­ 
utes were simply ft record of what trans­ 
pired, and the only question which could be 
considered was whether the ininute3 pre­ 
sented an accurate statement of what actually 
took place. 
Mr. Wiemeyer insisted that the minutes 
should not show that the rule was adopted, 
and Mr. Hammer expressed himself to the 
same effect. 
The Chair reiterated its previous remarks, 
and stated that all the minutes contained 
were the proceedings 03 they occurred ; the 
vote which was had upon the subject, which 
was that four members voted for the rule, 
that being all who were present when the 
vote was concluded, and that the Chair 
thereupon declared the rule adopted. 
He 
said it did not make any difference whether 
the rule thu3 declared adopted was legally 
made part of the set of rales or cot, the fact 
was that it was declared adopted, and if the 
minutes failed to show that fact they would 
not be a correct record of what took place. 
He asked any one opposed to the minutes to 
state what was the action taken on that occa­ 
sion, if the minutes were incorrect. 
Mr. Wiemeyer replied : “ We cannot tell 
what wss done, as we were not here when 
this action was had.” 
Mr. Hammer asked if the minutes were 
approved as they stood, whether that would 
be adopting the rule 1 
The Chair replied that it would not ; that 
it would only be saying that the minutes 
were correct as to what took place on the 
subject. 
Opposition was then withdrawn, ard the 
minutes were allowed to stand as read, and 
were approved. 
- M r. Tracy then stated that upon examina­ 
tion of the subject he was satisfied that the 
10th rule was not legally adopted by the vote 
in question, and that four votes in the af­ 
firmative were not sufficient to do so. He 
said the members who favored that rule had 
done all they could to complete a plan upon 
the suVject, and he now called upon those 
who defeated that plan to propose some bet­ 
ter one, so that tha rules could be published 
and placed in the bands of the teachers. 
The Board then proceeded to consider the 
resignation of W . S. Mesick. Mr. Lord 
moved that tha resignation be accepted and 
a vacaucy declared. The motion was sec­ 
onded by Mr. Hammer, and carried by a 
viva vcc-i vote, part of those present voting 
in the affirmative and no one voting in the 
negative. Upon motion, the election to till 
the vacancy was postponed until the 13th 
instant. 
The m atter of the closing exercises of the 
schools and when they shall be held was re­ 
ferred to the Committee od Buies and Regu­ 
lations, with power to act. 
Architect A. A. Cook submitted plans for 
the new school buff ling at Twenty-fourth 
and Ñ streets, but uo action was taken. 
Miss Sarah Burns made application for 
p tsicion as teacher. Mrs. G. B. Dean applied 
tor position as janitor. Applications placed 
on tile. Mrs. VanUnelder asked permission 
for use of her school-room during vacation, 
which was granted. 
W . G. Williams filed his report as School 
Census Marsha1, and his bill for §258 05 for 
such services was ordered paid. 
Albert S. Mead and A. A. Lavenson, mem­ 
bers of the Grammar schools, appeared before 
the Board ar.d asked that the Philomathean 
Society—a literary club composed mostly of 
students in the High and Grammar schools, 
and the object of which was mental culture— 
be permitted to hold their meetings in one of 
the High school rooms each Friday evening, 
and stating that the society would pay for 
gas consumed and see that the room was kept 
from harm and in order. The request was 
granted. 
, 
. 
The Committee on Buildings and Kepairs 
reported that they had held an interview 
with Mr. Johnson in relation to the school 
bnilding at the corner of Sixth and I. streets, 
which has been fitted up for a mechanical 
school; that Mr. Johnson proffered surrender 
of the lease, and told them they might con­ 
sider it as cancelled, and that if it was de­ 
sired to sell the premises he would remove 
the machinery now there. 
Upon motion, the committee’s report was 
accepted, and it was ordered that the proper­ 
ty he advertised and sold. 
The Board then adjourned to the 13th 
instant.

G. Williams, City School Census Marshal, 
submitted at the meeting of the Board of 
Education last Saturday evening, shows the 
number of children of school age, between 
five and seventeen years, to be as follows:

Uf the 
children enumerated there are, of native-born 
parents, 2,386; number native born, one 
parent foreign, 1,030 ; number native born, 
both parents foreign, 2,700 ; foreign born, 10. 
Number of births during the year—Boys, 77 ; 
girls, 87. Total, 164. 
D isgraceful C onduct.—Complaints are 
made that boys—if they may be given so re­ 
spectable a name—from 10 to 15 years of age 
have become habitual visitors of the City 
Cemetery, making it their headquarters for 
the worst scenes of disorder and most dis­ 
graceful hoodluraism and profauity. In many 
instances they have committed acts of van­ 
dalism and otherwiss demeaned themselves in 
a manner which would disgrace the lowest 
class of juvenile convicts. Two were yester­ 
day caught by the Assistant Superintendent 
and would have been taken to the city jail 
but for the earnest entreaties of a parent of 
one of them and promises that he should not 
be seeu at the cemetery again. It is the in­ 
tention to arrest hereafter all such boys found 
at the cemetery, and parents who know their 
children go there should at once interview 
them and have thfcrn take another field for 
their hoodlum operations in future.

He Dies from His W ound—Inquest Held— 
The Verdict. 
1’t ter More'll, who was shot by George 
Milasich in the New Campi Restaurant, on 
K street, last Wednesday evening, died from 
his wound on Saturday evening at about 10 
o’clock. His remains were removed to Coroner 
Vermilya’s office, where a post mortem was 
held yesterday forenoon by Dr. J. F. Mont­ 
gomery, who made the following report: 
I 
have this day, with the assistance of Drs. 
Tyrell and Brune, made a post mortem ex­ 
amination of the body of Peter Morelli, and 
find upon it a pistol shot wound on the right 
front part of the chest, about four inches be­ 
low and two to the right of the right nipple. 
The ball penetrated the cavity of the chest 
between the seveDth and eighth rib?, ranging 
inwards ar.d backwards, and escaping the 
lung, passing through the diaphragm into 
the abdominal cavity and through the 
right lobe of the liver, a little below the 
middle, and lodging against the peritoneal 
covering of that organ on its posterior or 
nnder surface, the membrane being lacerated 
but not sufficiently to allow the complete 
passage through it of the ball. The^ball is 
conical in shape, and immediately behind and 
against it was found a cotton wad. There 
was a large amount cf blood in the abdominal 
cavity, arising from the wounded vessels of 
the liver, and the evidence of peritoneal in­ 
flammation was considerable, as shown in ex­ 
tensive adhesions of the serous membrane 
covering the viscera. I am satisfied that 
death resulted from the wound described.” 
An inquest was held yesterday afternoon 
by Coroner Vermilya, District Attorney 
Buckley and City Attorney Anderson con­ 
ducting the examination of witnesses. In 
addition to the statements of Jacob Eichman 
and Henry C. Johnson, which have hereto­ 
fore been published, the following testimony 
was given: 
George Milasich, the accused, was sworn 
and testified : I am proprietor of the^ New 
Campi R estaurant; my name is George 
Milasich. I knew the deceased, Peter Mo­ 
relli ; he worked fcr me a few days. I some­ 
times called him “ Pettata.” I came in the 
house about 5 o’clock Wednesday. June 1, 
1881. I took some money to pay my bills. 
Found the deceased inside or behind the bar. 
He got the pistol in his hands. He Baid he 
wanted to clean up. A t that time in one 
minute the shot of the pistol came "out. I 
Bpoke then and said, “ W hat is the matter of 
you?” He said “ I don’t know myself.” He 
said “ I shot myself.” That time I lifted up 
the pistol after the shot. lie said “ I want 
to go,” and fell dowD, and after that a crowd 
came in the house. I picked the pistol up 
from the floor. Then the crowd came in. 
Then the officers came in and took me along. 
That is all I know. 
[Witness here 
shown the 
pistol and identifies the 
same as the one that 
belongs 
to 
the house and the one that did the shooting.] 
The deceased was behind the counter when 1 
came in. He was still behind the counter 
when the shot was fired ; right beside the 
cracker-box. I did not put the pistol in any 
box. I don’t know where I put the pistol 
after I picked it up. I felt sorry about the 
man being shot, and don’t know what I did 
with the pistol. I don’t remember whether 
I said anything about the d 
s 
of a 
b 
trying to kill me. I never accused the 
deceased of telling any one that I was drunk. 
I don’t know whether Morelli told any one 
that I was drunk. I can’t remember noth­ 
ing. If I said that he was a d 
s 
of a 
b—— and tried to kill me I don’t remember 
it. I was down to M orri’s testaurant that 
afternoon. I took some drink and paid for 
it. I was not very drunk. I never said at 
that time that the deceased was a s of a 
b 
. 
I never said that I was a bad 
man and would shoot somebody. 
Mo­ 
relli Baid 
that 
he wanted to clean 
up, and had the pistol in his hand when it went 
off. He wanted to open tha drawers and 
clean up. I don’t know which hand he had 
the pistol in ; I was not watching. He 
wanted to clean up the pistol. The pistol 
got ru.-ty about four months ago. I never 
carried the pistol in my pocket. I never told 
him to clean the pistol. The pistol has never 
been cleaned. He wanted to clean up the 
bar, and clean the pistol too. He never told 
me anything. He told me he wanted to clean 
the pistol. The deceased was not serving 
any one at the time. I don’t know whether 
any one was in the house at the time or not. 
I was a little drunk, and don’t know much 
about it. I did not see Jacob Eichman at 
the time. The pistol shot just once. I no­ 
ticed that the pistol had four shots remain­ 
ing in it, and at the time of the shooting 
there was one more gone. I noticed that 
there was only four charges in it at Morris’. 
There were only three after the shooting. I 
knew that there were only three shots in the 
pistol without lookiog, after the shooting. I 
picked up the pistol, and don’t know how 
long I held it in my hand. He wanted to 
fall down by the box, but ha went out. I 
took hold of him to keep him from falling 
down. I had hold of him (deceased) when 
the crowd came in. I think some of the 
crowd must have seen me when I had hold of 
him. I held up Morelli with ore hand and 
picked up the pistol with the other. I did 
not have the pistol with me that day at Mor­ 
ris’ restaurant. 
Chief Karcher testified : I wes present a 
few minutes after the shooting at the New 
Campi Restaurant, on K street, on Ju n el, 
1881. 1 heard Morelli state how he received 
the death wound. The substance of his 
statement is contained in the paper shown 
me marked “ exhibit A.” [The ante mortem 
statement of Morelli heretofore published.] 
I afterwards heard him make an additional 
statement on L street, between Fourth 
and Fifth, on June 3, 1881. It is contained 
in the paper shown me marked “ exhibit B .” 
He knew he was going tp die, and so stated 
to me in the presence of Mr. Andereon, City 
Attorney, and others. 
W. A. Anderson was sworn, and corrob­ 
orated the testimony of Chief Karcher. 
The following is the additional writteD 
statement made by the deceased prior to his 
death, and which is referred to by the Chief 
of Police as “ exhibit B :” 
Sacraubxto, June 3, 1881. 
I, Peter Morelli, knowing that I am about to die, 
wish to make a further statement. I wish to add 
to my statement made at the lime of the shooting 
that after George Milasich fired the first shot he 
tried to shoot a secón i time, ami would ha.-e done 
so, only another man, who was sitting at the table, 
prevented him. It was the barber who was there, 
[jacjb Eichman is referred to.] 
No further testimony was given, and after 
the report of the post mortem examination 
had been read to the jury a verdict wa3 ren­ 
dered that the decased was a native of Italy, 
about 26 years of age, and that “ the cause 
of death was from a gunshot wound from the 
hands of one George Milasich, inflicted with 
criminal means.”___________

THE METROPOLITAN THEATER. 
Miss Claxton did not have so good a house 
on Saturday night as on Friday, but the play 
was one which would have rewarded attend­ 
ance better than “ The Two Orphans,” which 
everybody is familiar with. “ The Double 
Marriage ” is a dramatization of a story 
which Charles Reade first published under 
the name of “ W hite Lies.” It is a very ex­ 
citing and well wrought drama, and the com­ 
plications of the plot are so great as to fix the 
attention of the audience from beginning to 
end. It abounds in emotional tableaux, and 
the story is developed with so much skill that 
it is scarcely possible for those unfamilar with 
it to guess the nature of the denouement in 
advance. It was on the whole very well 
played, and owed its success largely to the 
fact that Miss Claxton has succeeded in 
getting together a company of conscientious 
and really capable actors and actresses. Miss 
Claxton herself was sufftriug fiom a severe 
cold, and as a consequence she was compelled 
to tone down her voice to such aa extent that 
Bome of the inore impassioned parts of the 
play were unduly softened. Her Josephine, 
nevertheless, was a very acceptable piece of 
acting, and exhibited her special talent much 
more stronglv than the part of Louise in 
“ Th9 Two Orphans.” The Rose of Miss 
Johnson was also extremely good. This lady 
has the ability to rise high in her profession. 
The Jacintha of Miss Dollie Pike was an 
agreeable and lively presentation of a 
soubrettc part. Mr. Stevenson as Du Jaidin 
acted with less animation and energy than the 
role seemE to call for, but otherwise acceptably. 
The Captain Raynal of Mr. Edward A m ott 
was exceedingly well done. .This gentleman 
is decidedly the strongest actor in Miss Ctex- 
ton’s company. Mr. Gilbert made a very 
amusing part of Dard. M r. Burke as 
Edouard Riviere came nearer the obnoxious 
characterization of a “ stick” than was pleas- 
ent to witness. The other parts were all 
respectably filled, and the play was generally 
well mounted. In fact there was but one 
serious drawback to the evening’s entertain­ 
ment, and that was the orchestra. Toe 
music was Bimply excruciating. The same 
venerable tunes of whose dreaiiuess in­ 
numerable sensitive cows must have died 
in the past, were droned out in obstinate and 
unimagiaative iteration all through the even­ 
ing. An orchestra which thought a modern 
mazoutka appropriate music for the Battle 
of Bosworth Field might indeed be expected 
to do anything, but there is no reason why 
the public should be constrained to sit and lis­ 
ten to its dismal discord forever. 
The 
waits between the acts were much sliorteued 
on Saturday, to the great relief of the audi­ 
ence.

Managers, if they 
only knew it, can always fill the theater here 
by giving the best and freshest plays in their 
repertoire, but they cannot do so by billing 
old pieces, in which nine-tenths of the the- 
ater-goers have seen a score of pop­ 
ular 
actors 
and 
actresses. 
If 
we 
are never to have a respectable theater in 
Sacramento, it would seem at least possible 
to compass the acquisition of some fresh scen­ 
ery and a new drop curtaiD. Mies Claxton 
brought some new scenery with her, and this 
did much to help alongher performances. Mr. 
Keene was obliged to use the old scenery, and 
it sensibly damped his acting. 
As for the 
present drop curtain, it has become such an 
eyesore that if there is any pride about our 
wealthier citizens they ought to raise a sub­ 
scription for a new one.

T H E D A ILY RECORD-UNION. 


SHOULD 
HORSES 
BE 
EH 3D? 


The question of shoeing horses is dis­ 
cussed at length in Frasers Magazine. 
The writer thinks that horses are now worn 
out at least fourteen years before they 
ought to be, and that in this the United 
Kingdom loses $375,000,000 every twenty- 
one years. 
Different causes for the injury 
of horses are mentioned, but the w riter 
thinks that abuses of their feet are most 
serious, and he asks : 
“ If the working of 
the traditional system leaves the horse a 
wreck almost before he has reached his 
prime, if the lessening of the weight of 
iron and of the number of nails used in 
lixin" the iron has been followed by direct 
and important benefits in every instance, 
if even those who hold th at a horse must 
be shod have discovered th at that which 
they look on as a protection to the fore 
feet Í3 merely harmful to the hind feet, is 
it possible to stifle the suspicion th at this 
insignificant rem nant of a system so fruit­ 
ful in mischief may have no magic power, 
and, in short, that the horse may do just 
as well without them ?” In his reply to 
this he says : 
“ The plain truth is, that 
differences in the quality of soil 
be it 
hard £or soft, stcny or sandy, smooth or 
slippery—are of comparatively little im­ 
portance to the horse whose feet are as 
nature made them. 
In the words of Free 
Lance, ‘ the unshod horse can successfully 
deal with all roads 
and assuredly no one 
will dream of asserting that shod horses 
can do this, for on the setting in of frost, 
for instance, they cannot be worked until 
certain ceremonies have been gone through 
at the blacksmith’s forge. 
The unshod 
horse can tread firmly on the slime of wood 
pavement when shod horses are slipping 
and struggling in agony around them ; he 
can gallop on ice, and trot for miles to­ 
gether on the hardest and roughest flint 
roads, with far more ease and comfort than 
horses whose feet aie shod with iron, or 
even 
with 
gutta-percha. 
Free Lance 
rightly remarks that ‘if they could not 
there would be an end of the thing, for 
evidently the horse should be able to go 
anywhere and everywhere, and at a mo­ 
m ent’s notice.’ 
I t seems hard to produce 
the conviction that the natural sole of the 
horse’s foot is almost impenetrable, that it 
is so hard and strong as to protect the 
sensible Bole from all harm, and that all 
feet exposed to hard objects are made 
harder by the contact, provided only that 
the sole is never pared. 
This adequacy of 
the horse’s foot to all demands that may be 
made upon it is forcibly illustrated by 
Bracy Clark, who, like Mr. Douglass and 
Mr. 
Mayhcw, contented himself with 
striving to produce a perfect shoe, although 
he acknowledges that if we wish to appre­ 
ciate the full beauty of its structure, * we 
m ust dismiss from our views the miserable, 
coerced, shot! foot entirely and consider 
the animal in a pure state of nature using 
his foot without any defense.’ 
Probably 
Mr. Clark thought that, though we may 
consider it in its natural state, few can 
ever so behold it, as all horses in civilized 
countries are in greater or less degree 
brought under artificial conditions. 
The 
plea is fallacious. 
The horse is clearly 
intended by nature to serve as a domesti­ 
cated anim al; and so long as we do not 
interfere with the proper functions of any 
part ot its body (and the abomination of 
bearing reins and other such practices in­ 
terfere with them grievously aud even 
fatally), we bring it under no conditions 
which it was not designedly calculated to 
encounter. 
Private owners and companiee 
whose horses must be numbered by troops 
are naturally irritated by the accidents 
constantly occurring on smooth and slimy 
pavements or on rough and hard stone or 
flint roads, and in their disgust they now 
offer rewards for the invention of a shoe 
which shall render the horse indifferent to 
the materials over which he has to pass, 
and have clamored for a uniform system of 
pavements in all towns. 
It seems strange 
indeed that no misgiving seems to cross the 
minds that they are taking thought of the 
wrong surface, and that they are scared by 
false terrors when they dread the contact 
of the unshod hoof with sand, granite, 
flint, wood or asphalt. 
I t cannot, indeed, 
be too often repeated or too strongly in­ 
sisted on that the foot of the horse in no 
way needs to rest on soft and yielding 
surfaces.” 


A s 
I n c i d e n t o r t h e S cio 
E a r t h - 
qrA.'CE.—M. de Chivry, a Pari3 wine mer­ 
chant, who was traveling in Scio when the 
earthquake occurred, has w ritten a vivid 
description of th e catastrophe, in which 
his wife and four children were killed. He 
him self escaped w ith his youngest child 
and a nurse. 
H e w rites th at the first 
shock 
was by far th e m ost violent. 
T he house oscillated from its very founda­ 
tions ; th e piano, probably one of the up­ 
rig h t instrum ents, tum bled over against 
th e window, and a heavy clock was upset 
into the fire place. A second shock brought 
th e house down, crushing to death the four 
children and their m other, and breaking 
th e ir father’s arm. 
M. de Chivry, w ith 
th e nurse and infant, passed the night in 
th e cem etery. 
The following m orning he 
could find no trace of his house or of the 
street on which it had stood. 
He rem em ­ 
bers being more deeply impressed w ith 
horror by the shrieks of the people and the 
bellowing of cattle than by th e crash of 
falling walls and the dull roar of the earth. 
H is reason so far deserted him for a mo­ 
m ent th a t he fancied th e scream ing inhab­ 
itan ts were endeavoring to kill him, bu t 
th e sight ot his child and the nurse restored 
his m ental balance.
